Vilua, who has a strong hold upon th* 
people of his State, will be the most 
probable successer to Senator Sawyer. 
Tbe latter however has a strong organi- 
zation in his support and plenty ot 
means to keep it in a most vigorous and 
aggressive condition. 


There is an evident intention on th* 


part of the Republicans to make a con- 
test for tbe Senatorships in Tennessee 
and West Virginia to succeed Jackson 
and Camden. The chances of the Re- 
publicans carrying these Legislatures ar* 
not far in atrear of the Democratic pros- 
pects of holding them. In Tennessee 
the Demecrats hold the Legislature by 
thirty-two aud in West Virginia by thir- 
teen majority. In Tennessee there exists 
an (lenient which, with proper encour- 
agement and direction, can be swung 
into th* Republican line. The majority 
on joint ballot can hardly be said to 
fairly represent how evenly balanced are 
the two parties in the State. A few 
more Republican votts in at least a 
dozen counties would turu more than 
the required districts. Even, at this 
moment more than one-half the ninety- 
seven counties in the Stat* are in th* 
hands of tb* Republicans. 


In Wast Virginia almost the same po- 


litical status exists. Tha thirteen Dem- 
ocratic majority m the Legislative dis- 
tricts are held by the slightest tenure, 
lu McDowell, for instance, tho Con- 
gressional district being strongly Demo- 
cratic, the county is held by a majority 
of twenty-two. In tbe industrial coun- 
ties it is believed that the tariff question 
can b* mnde a potent factor. 


While Delaware is counted as certainly 


Democratic, there is a plan ou foot to do 
some work m that badly represented 
State. A review of the general situa- 
tion in the Senate indicates that th* 
Republicans will have their hands full 
holding on to what they have, and th* 
Democrats wilt have their haudi full 
holding on to what ihey hive to us not 
to lose from their own column sufficient 
members to offset any possible gains 
from the Republicans, 


Of the sixteen Republican Senators, 


one has been elected, one bus been de- 
feated, seven are certain and seveu are 
doubtful. 
Of the nine Dnrnocralic Sen- 


ators two nave been re-elected, fo r are- 
certain of re-election and three ar* 
doubtful. 
It will, therefore be seen 


that neither party can stand idla. Con- 
sidering the present status of affairs In 
til of the so ven doubtful Republican 
States hnd in the three donbllul Demo- 
cratic States, with a possible content in 
Delaware, the prospects of tbe Republi- 
cans remaining in control of the Senate 
are more than even.
